Although Florida citrus growers have suffered very heavy 


losses during the past week by frost, authentic information 
available thus far does not indicate that California's orange sur- 
plus problem for the coming season has been solved altogether, 
according to reports issued by the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange and other shipping and marketing organizations. 


The surprising information thatO 


total winter orange and grapefruit 
supplies from California and Florida 
would still be equal to, if not great- 
er than normal, even after deduct- 
ing the loss from the recent freeze 
in Florida, was disclosed last week 
by Ppul S. Armstrong, general man- 
,ager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange, who discussed the 
citrus situation before the final day's 
session of the sixty-seventh annual 
fruit growers' and farmers' conven- 
tion at Riverside.

"Citrus" Kian know that these per- 
centages of damage do not neces- 
sarily mean, like amounts of de- 
crease in shipments, and that the 
extent of damage and actual elim- 
ination of fruit depend upon wea- 
ther conditions following the freeze, 
and cannot be accurately known for 
at least two or three weeks. Certain 
weather conditions may cause heavy 
dropping and thus eliminate more 
fruit.

Armstrong stated that if a third 


of Florida's remaining orange crop 
was eliminated by the freeze, there 
would still be as many oranges to 
market between now and next spring 
as were sold last year. "In fact, be- 
fore the freeze, estimates indicated 
a California navel and Florida or- 
ange crop 23 per cent greater than 
last year," he said, "and if our na- 
vels • continue to grow in size and 
amount as they have during recent 
weeks, the loss in Florida may be 
entirely offset," 


He intimated that both Calif ornia 


navel and Valencia crops may ex- 
ceed all previous years, and that af- 
ter deducting 20 per cent from Flor- 
ida's grapefruit crop, there remains 
from all producing states 18 per cent 
more grapefruit than was sold last 
year and 10 per cent more than ever 
before, according to government es- 
timates. 


"With a marketing agreement by 


which shipments can be regulated 
again in operation in Florida, and 
state officials there determined to 
keep frozen fruit off the market, 
Florida is in position to market the 
remainder of her crop to better ad- 
vantage," said Armstrong. "We have 
not yet had any authentic informa- 
tion: that would indicate that Flor- 
ida's misfortune has entirely solved 
our surplus problem in California, 
either on winter oranges or grape- 
fruit, and.,in my judgment we still 
have a job on our hands to market 
our bumper crop at prices that will 
bring an adequate return to our 
growers." 
The theory that prolonged periods 


of low prices tend to correct its 
cause thru diminishhig production 
has not yet evidenced itself in the 
citrus industry; at least its results

Azusa Chief of 


Police Dies at 


Valley Hospital 


Ed (Sharkey) Gauldin, veteran 


chief of police of Azusa, a brother 
of Claude Gauldin of Covina, died 
early on Tuesday morning at the 
Monrovia hospital, following a three- 
weeks' illness, aged 54 years. 


His passing is a loss to the entire 


valley, as his courageous record as 
an officer caused him to be dreaded 
by the criminal element. During his 
career he figured in numerous spec- 
tacular arrests and gunfights. He 
spoke Spanish fluently and was be- 
loved by the law-abiding Mexican 
population of Azusa. For many years 
he acted as interpreter and mediator 
in their numerous troubles and dif- 
ficulties. 


Mr, Gauldin was born in San Ono- 


fre in San Diego county in 1880, one 
of nine children. Upon the death of 
his father in 1896, he moved with his 
mother to Azusa, where he has since 
lived. His nickname of "Sharkey" 
came from his resemblance 'to Jack 
Sharkey as a boxer. 


For a time he was connected with 


the Santa Fe railway in construction 
work, and then, twenty-four years 
ago he became an officer in the city 
of Azusa. 


In spite of offers for better posi- 


tion and other inducements, Gauldin, 
proud of his reputation for integrity, 
remained chief of police thru politi- 
cal rows and thru periods of calm.

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It has occurrecTto me| th'at perhaps this holiday 


season is a fitting time forja brief review of the years 
in the Covina valley, a few thoughts by a business man 
who has seen some forty Christmas seasons come and 
go in this locality. 


Many of us feel that opportunity in business has 


been greatly curtailed in the last few years, and this 
is true as compared with the expansion of the period 
between 1920 and 1930. But, compared with the op- 
portunities of 1890 to 1900, or with 1900 to 1910, we 
have been experiencing a good business decade, even 
thru the worst of the depression. Prosperity is a rela- 
tive equation. We compare our condition with the 
highest points. What we should do is to scan a mental 
business graph over a longer period, and we will find 
that business activity with us in the citrus areas has 
been remarkably high. 


Business was crude when I came to this valley, and 


progress was very gradual. Transportation costs were 
high and very sketchy in character; store buildings 
were modest and unattractive; stocks of goods were 
very limited; school facilities were of the pioneer vari- 
ety; social affairs were infrequent; long pleasure trips 
an outstanding event. Money was always scarce. Al- 
though generally we all had what we needed, our wants 
were fitted to the capacity of the times. With only 
slight and gradual changes, this condition prevailed 
for more than twenty years. But we were certainly as 
happy as we are now. 


Without attempting to go into a detailed compari- 


son, I believe we can truthfully say on this coming 
Christmas day that we are grateful for the progress 
of this community, and that we have reason for good 
cheer. 


The citrus industry during the past year has made 


a remarkable record against heavy odds in marketing. 
In the last twenty years we have assured ourselves of 
a plentiful supply of the finest water; we have seen 
the conquering and control of insect pests; we have 
mechanized and improved cultural and packing opera- 
tions; we have built and maintained adequate schools 
comparable in efficiency to any American area; we have 
modernized store buildings; we have paved our streets 
in city, county and state; we have bridges the rivers 
and controlled floods; we have increased our social 
and religious activities, growing in grace and in citi- 
zenship; we have learned a more tolerant attitude; 
we have lived thru the depression without dire suffer- 
ing, and we are stronger because of the new relation- 
ships that have come because of the threat of adver- 
sity. 


We need to deal with ourselves more in our own 


community, and to make our stores even more ade- 
quate thru increased trade. We need to increase and 
strengthen our compacts of friendship, and thereby 
serve ourselves better. I am one who has a vivid recol- 
lection of the old days, and with this retrospective 
view I can say to all that there is every reason to sup- 
port the age-old salutation of "Merry Christmas."

But this country 
could be made law-abiding with the use of 
the present police forces if the powers that 
control police would allow a real clean-up. 


A newspaper writer of metropolitan ex- 


perience knows that the police could clean 
any city of gangsterism, illicit liquor, gamb- 
ling and prostitution in a month if allowed 
to do so. Any mayor or city council or police 
commission could issue orders for a perma- 
nent clean-up if their bosses, the business 
men and bankers came thru with definite 
orders.

The Registration Problem— 


That the California voters-registration sys- 


tem is too loose to prevent extensive frauds 
in any large city, and should either be chang- 
ed radically, or supplemented by some effi- 
cient means for checking registration lists, is 
apparent. In small communities and rural 
areas, with relatively stable populations, elec- 
tion board officials know personally almost 
every qualified voter within the precinct, and 
there is no trouble. In metropolitan areas, 
where it is the exception rather than the rule 
for a householder to know his neighbors well, 
loose registration is common. 


In most large cities of the east, special reg- 


istration for each election is required, having 
been proved necessary by long experience. 
One method used with success is to .have two 
or three registration days, on which the elec- 
tion boards sit in their respective precincts 
in the regular polling place, and enroll the 
names and take the signatures of qualifying 
voters. The lists so obtained are then check- 
ed in a house-to-house canvass, by policemen 
specially detailed for the duty. Any names 
not verified by this canvass are marked for 
challenge on election day. 


One defect of the California plan is that 


the election boards never see the voter until 
he or she appears to vote, and have no way 
of verifying except by signature comparison. 
When the election boards do the registering 
they have some acquaintances with the voter 
before the polling day. 


The argument for the "permanent" regis- 


tration list as against the plan of a new regis- 
tration- every two years, and vice versa, do 
not' seem impressive as far as prevention of 
fraud is concerned. Neither system is as ef- 
fective as that of personal precinct registra- 
tion for each election. Which system is more 
costly could readily be determined, but there 
probably is not much difference. The Cali- 
fornia duplicate registration books, with their 
perforation and their carbon paper, are costly, 
and the sorting of the duplicate slips and their 
assignment to the proper precinct requires a 
good deal of clerical work. The registration 
fee of ten cents a name amounts to about $35 
for the average precinct. Ruled ledger sheets, 
with spaces for the name and other data about 
each voter and a place for two signatures— 
one when the voter registers and another 
when the voter votes—constitute the only 
paraphernalia needed for the personal pre- 
cinct registration system. 


In practice, a trip to the precinct polling 


place for personal registration is found no 
great hardship by the voters. Nor is the use 
of a different system in the cities and in the 
unincorporated areas, a particular hardicap. 
California may find it necessary to adopt 
some such plan for its metropolitan districts. 
—Los Angeles Times.

If and when any 
responsible group representative of the busi- 
ness of a city desires a clean-up, permanent 
or temporary and spasmodic, they can have 
it. The police force is ready and eager to per- 
form the service, and this statement applies 
to every police force in the country.

Lamps Must Qualify For Seeing A? We!! As Decoration

HE living room needs dressing 
up I This is the decision of many 


a home maker who, at this time of 
the year, casts a long critical glance 
at the center of family life for the 
longer evenings — the living room — and 
decides that something must be done. 


She does well to give particular 


attention to the selection of floor and 
table lamps, because here at her finger 
tips is a chance to enlist the magic 
cf lovely and adequate light. 


Not with just ANY lamp of course ! 
Big strides have been made in the 


style and lighting qualities of lamps, 
and the one that Aunt Sue gave to 
Mary on her wedding day may be 
wholly inadequate now. 


The lamps' pictured here have scien- 


tific sanction for several reasons. 


The one beside the chair boasts a 


brand new feature straight from the 
research laboratories. In its upper 
portion it has one single bulb that, by 
a twist of one's wrist, can be made to 
give three different amounts of light. 


A white glass bowl within the shade 


sheds a big cone of cheerful light 
downward. The lamp is not an oasis 
of light in a desert of darkness in 
your room, however, for the bowl re- 
flects light upwards also. The three- 
candle unit showing: beneath the shade 
is mainly for decoration, but can be 
used for additional reading light.

-It should radiate light on 
the reel of the room as well as your 
jook. If it has a light-colored shade, 
that "certain something" called "tone" 
will be added. To get the most out 
of a floor lamp, bulbs totaling at least 
120 watts should be used. 


Other arrangements of living room 


furniture call for different types of 
lamps. 


The two bridge lamps at top left 


illustrate important points. A shade 
that must be tilted causes glare which 
is harmful to eyes. These bridge 
lamp shades make tilting unnecessary. 
Both can be adjusted by moving up 
or down. Each takes a 60 or 7S-\vatt 
bulb. 


And you'll want to hear about the 


floor lamp, below at right. It is the 
new Reading and Study Lamp ap- 
proved by the Illuminating Engineer- 
ing Society. Using a 100 or ISO-watt 
bulb, it not only gives marvelous light 
to read by, but provides excellent gen- 
eral illumination. 


Does the table lamp at bottom left 


seem a little larger than those gen- 
erally used? It is—and should be if 
wanted for reading. Standing 18 to 
22 inches high, it gives a sufficiency 
wide circle of light for your book or 
paper. With two 60-watt bulbs placed 
well within the shade it offers flexible 
light, using one or both bulbs.

From 
the standpoint of the- future, the 
most vital of these factors is the fed- 
eral projects which, for the most

city under present conditions. Tax- 
ation and the demand for lower rates 
are problems of immediate import- 
ance. 


TAX PROBLEM SERIOUS 


In California, public service com- 


panies paid $32,989,000 in taxes in 
1933. This was equal to 12 cents 
out of each dollar of gross revenues 
of these utilities. In this respect, 
it will be seen, conditions with re- 
gard to California utilities are sim- 
ilar to those of the rest of the na- 
tion. The above facts indicate the 
magnitude of the tax problem now 
facing the utility operators. 


The attack on rates is centered 


at present, ,in the Tennessee valley 
where the federal agencies have es- 
tablished what they term their first 
"yardstick." The cost of electricity 
of course, has been declining for 
many years thru reduction in actua' 
rates, improvement in the efficiency 
of lamps and broader use of elec- 
tricity. For example, between Janu- 
ary, 1929, and June, 1934, the aver- 
age price paid for electric service ir 
.the homes in the United States fell 
from 6.6 cents to 5.4 cents per kilo- 
watt hqur. The progressive utility 
companies base their charges on a 
sliding scale that drops way down 
below this average for those homes 
that use electricity liberally. 


This government activity has stim- 


ulated public interest in electrica 
appliances for comfort, labor-savin;: 
and economy, and every power anc 
light company in the country is pro- 
fiting by it. These interests and di- 
rect action by TVA has resulted in 
the development of a new line o 
lower priced electrical refrigerators 
ranges and water heaters, thus au 
tomatically creating an additiona 
market for this type of_demand fo 
'HHHHHHMDJH&flMJHBHB 
all power companies, jrartnermo: 
the better housing program promises 
an increasing market for the new in- 
stallation of various built-in equip- 
ment such as ventilating fans, air 
conditioning equipment, etc. These 
items represent new business and in- 
creased demand for energy with a 
direct benefit reflected back to the 
power companies which are actively 
campaigning for increased consump- 
tion thru these means. 


FACTORS UNDETERMINED 
Furthermore, it is not beyond 


realms of possibility that cheaper 
power, resulting from increased ca- 
pacity in the several areas where 
government 
projects are creating 


enormous surpluses, may result in a 
shifting of industrial operation of 
certain industries and may even cre- 
ate new industrial electro-processes.

George Gradler, 
Well Known Here, 


Passes at Vista 


George Gradler, for twelve years 


landscape gardener and farm in- 
structor at the Covina Masonic 
Home for children, died at his home 
in Vista, San Diego county, early on 
Tuesday morning of an acute heart 
attack. 


Funeral services were held yester- 


day afternoon at the Christiansen & 
Moore parlors on South Citrus ave- 
nue, conducted by the Rev. J. R. 
Roundtree, rector of the Glendora 
Episcopal church. The interment at 
Oakdale cemetery was under aus- 
pices of the Covina Masonic lodge, 
of which the deceased was a mem- 
ber. Past-Master M. J. McCarthy 
read the impressive Masonic ritual. 


Mr. Gradler is survived by his 


wife, Mrs. Rose Buddery Gradler, 
whom he married in 1922, while both 
were employees of the Masonic 


I Home. During the deceased's resi- 
dence in Covina he made many 
friends who admired his helpful and 
generous spirit. An artist at heart, 
he loved the beauties of the Covina 
valley, and it was his often-express- 
ed wish that at his death he should 
be buried under the shadow of 
Mount Baldy, which he so loved in 
life. 


Born in Germany in 1878, he came 


to this country when a young man, 
settling near Fresno. He moved to 
Covina in 1919, taking charge of the 
grounds and farm at the Masonic 
Home. Under his supervision these 
grounds became a beauty spot which 
has been visited and admired by 
thousands of Masons from all over 
the United States.

City Electrician 


Urges Caution in 


Use of Equipment 


A. G. Gilbert, city electrician, calls 


attention to the danger of fire and 
serious accidents thru the use of in- 
ferior electrical equipment, cords 
and attachments, many of which will 
be used during the holiday season. 


"Most of the trouble can be avoid- 


ed," Gilbert told an Argus reporter 
this week, "if people will inform 
themselves on the proper use of then- 
electrical equipment and will use 
care in making attachments, and es- 
pecially if they use good connecting 
cords. 


'One of the leading causes of fires 


develops thru the use of sub-stand- 
ard electrical appliances and equip- 
ment, or the misuse of that which is 
standard. Fuses, plugs and sockets 
should be standard. For safety's 
sake, when you buy strings of lights 
for Christmas trees, or any electrical 
gifts, accept only tbocc that carry 
the label of Underwriters' Labora- 
tories. Also exercise common sense 
in using electrical toys or appliances. 
Detach when not in use, and don't 
Ijang wires over uninsulated nails. 
When giving the children electrical 
toys instruct them carefully regard- 
ing their use and then supervise 
them closely until they know how 
to operate the toys properly.
